How loud your hearts would laugh if they were 
near ye! 
Whene’er she slightly 
Bends forward I feel rapture, oh so brightly ! 
And her girdles sinking 
On love, sweet love, keeps all my mind and 
soul forever thinking. 


Thou dearly-loved, good creature, 

Move here, stand there, wondrous in ev'ry fea- 

ture; 

No beauty like’t in story, 

Thy mouth so red, thine eyen so inthralling! 
Thy cheeks they glow so rosy, 

White thy throat on which its band rests cosy, 

Thou dear summer-glory, 

Thy hair as full as I might wish it falling. 


Thy breasts sweetly heaving! 
Oh, Love, Love, dance; Love sweet, past all 
believing ! 
Let thy gentle glances 
But a while rest upon me, their glow all bliss 
enhances. , 
Ah, laugh ye, as ye ramble ; 
Whene'er her toes peep out my nerves all 
tremble, 
They are so shapely standing— 
Ah, comely form and dear-beloved sweetheart! 
Dance, my love! ye follow! 
None other’s foot so rounded, small and hollow. 
If thee please not their bending, 
Know that thou not at all a judge of feet art. 
White her legs and arms are! 
Soft her skin, inviting all her charms are. 
Her back’s sweetly rounded. 
What we in woman all desire, in her is well 
expounded. 
Aye, you may dance—no matter— 
But do not dust upon my fair one scatter! 
Look not at her often, 
For a fear that if you do you'll lose your 
senses. 
Her laugh is so beguiling, 
Thousands of hearts must break when she is 
smiling ; 
Her moist glances soften, 
And in my heart 'gainst love make vain defences. 


Aside, ye boys and lasses ! 
Make room for her, whene’er the fair one passes ! 
Whose with her beauty classes ? 
I do not think that any land boasts one like her 
in graces. : 
She is so fair, 30 comely, 
That with my song I'll crown her praise glad- 
somely : 
Her hands so shapely standing, 
Her fingers, like a queen’s, so long; and wholly 
She thus is formed and shapen, 
Moreov’r so well-timed all her movements hap- 
pen, 
Without praise falsely spending, 
[ well may say she looks an empress fully. 
I pledge my heart, that nature 
Never in any country such a creature 
Beheld, so fair in stature 
Formed, oh! so lovely everywise, 30 pure in 
every feature. 





* The knight Tanhuser, who was the author of this 
dance-song, may likely enough have been the origi- 
nal of the Tannhzuser, whom both Heine and Swin 
burne have sought to immurtalize. His poems are at 
least amorous enough to Warrant the conclusion. 
The above dance-song is a very fair specimen of the 
dance-songs of the Minnesinger; songs that they sang 
With some instrumental accompaniment at the village 
dance-festivals, generally impromptu. Tanhuser re- 
tained considerable celebrity amongst the Meistersen- 
ger on account of his long tone, an origiual metre, 
which seems to have become quite a favorite. I 
translate the following stanza exemplifyiog it :—

Before this, things stood 80 with me, that e’en the 
best contessed me 
Gracious toward all manner of men; then of good 
friends Pd many. 
Now all those turn their back on me, who gladly 
then addressed me.

COMMONALITIES. 





The Lowell Citizen has arrayed itself in a 
new suit of type, and looks smilingly. Chaun- 
cey L. Knapp and George F. Morey are the 
proprietors, and they make an excellent news- 
paper. We find ourselves regularly looking 
through the weekly edition which comes to us 
in exchange, and always find something therein 
to claim our especial commendation. 


The Gazette alludes properly to the manifest 
injustice practiced whenever there is a children’s 
musical festival in this city in taking no note 
of the desire of parents of the children, some 
of whom find it quite a cost to prepare them suit- 
ably for appearance, for attendance. This was 
conspicuously the case on Saturday last, when 
the children sang for the Grand Duke Alexis. 
The neglect of the teachers of the children is 
another unpardonable offense. We heard of 
an attaché of the City Hall who had nine tick- 
ets of admission for that occasion, and we know 
of several laborious and conscientious teachers 
who were not offered the compliment of a sin- 
gle ticket! Some member of the school-board 
should resolutely press a regulation that on no 
oecasion should the children be allowed to pub- 
licly sing unless one ticket, at least, be given 
their parents and teachers. 

Dr. Miner, President ot Tufts College, said 
recently in the presence of ladies, two of whom 
desire admission to a first-class-college, ‘‘When 
Jifty young ladies, duly qualified, desire to en- 
ter Tutts College, there is no doubt but they 
will be admitted.” One young lady, duly quali- 
fied, sought admission to Tufts, not very long 
since, and was refused on the ground that there 
was no accommodation tor her. Here comes a 
question of arithmetic. If there is not accom- 
modation fur one young lady, how can there be 
tor fifty? Itstrikes us that Tufts College is 
‘taking on airs,” considering that it has not 
had an existence of a quarter of a century, has 
not graduated over one hundred and fifty young 
men, and has never yet graduated a class of 
twenty. It will be along day before fifty young 
ladies will apply for admission to Tufts. For 
the girls who want to go to college now seek 
entrance to first-class colleges, where their 
educational advantages will be of the highest 
character, and they will go to the Michigan 
State University, in Ann Arbor, a thousand 
miles away, as forty or fifty Eastern girls have 
done, rather than enter a second, third, or 
fourth-rate institution nearer home.— Woman's 
Journal. 

In addition to what was printed recently con- 
cerning the progress of Russia, a correspondent 
at St. Petersburg writes as late as October last 
that the nation seems ‘‘to have entered upon an 
era of reforms. The atmosphere is full of 
them. Our various ministries rival each the 
other's activity.” The vast railway system in- 
augurated by the empire some years ago is now 





with lines of travel in every direction; and a 
commission is now considering the best means 
to make the hastily but firmly-constructed routes 
all work into one another, as one vast centraliz- 
ing force. Heretofore the facilities for the trans- 
portation of merchandize to and from the inte- 
rior of Russia have been of the very worst | 
character. But now the empire will at once 
enter into various international markets from 
which it has hitherto been excluded by lack of 
intercommunication. Other and even more im- 
portant evidences of progress are given. The 
administrations of the prisons, the legal insti- 
tutes and savings-banks are loaded down with 
new projects; and the ministry of domains is 
now putting into operation plans of irrigation 
and fertilizing which have lain neglected since 
the beginning of the century. New postal regu- 
lations go into effect Januray 1 next; postage 
is to be greatly reduced, and nearly all the old 
illiberal formula have been done away. The 
customs-duties will be sensibly lightened, and 
many burdens which have heretofore weighed 
heavily on the peasantry will be lifted next year. 
The dynasty is evidently inclined to give the 
country every possible chance for development.

‘‘Nursery” magazine. Its engravings are al- 
ways good, and its reading matter entertaining 
and instructive.

Woman, through A. K. Loring and Lee & Shep- 
ard, from the Philadelphia Petersons. Mrs. 
Stephens never writes with dullness, but, if sen- 
sational to a degree, always is probable and en- 
tertaining. This volume maintains her reputa- 
tion. 

The Nursery, for January, has already arrived. 
It is a very entertaining number for the little 
folks, and we know many older ones who read 
it with pleasure. We are glad to see this 
charming magazine thrive so well, and hope it 
may always equally well prosper.

Two more handsome books from Henry Hoyt

people—an excellent aid to geographical studies, 
and freely illustrated; and Granny Bright's 
Blanket, by Mrs. C. E. K. Davis, a capital sto- 
ry of high principle and laudable endeavor. 
Both volumes are very tastefully bound. 


Our Young Folks, for January, has several 
interesting articles, among which are ‘‘A Chance 
for Himself,” a new continued story by J. T. 
Trowbridge, a sequel to ‘Jack Hazard and 
his Fortunes,” bidding fair to be as interesting ; 
“The Little Dunbars, and their Charming Christ- 
mas Plan,” by Nora Perry; ‘‘The Story of the 
Wise Men of Gotham,” and ‘‘Catching Santa 
Claus.” It should be in all families. 


Two Legends of the Christ-Child, for Christ- 
mas-Tide, 1871, comes to us from the publish- 
ers, DeWitt C. Lent & Co., NewYork. One of 
the legends is in prose, the other in verse, and 
both are beautifully conceived for the instruc- 
tion of the reader in generosity and good-will. 
It is a thin quarto of twenty-four pages, hand- 
somely illustrated, and neatly printed at the 
women’s printing-house of New York. 

Of the latest Vew Music, from Oliver Ditson 
& Co. conspicuously are the ‘‘Grand Duke 
Alexis’ Welcome March,” by J. W. Turner, 
having an excellent portrait of the young man; 
“Why Don't You?” waltz, by M. L. Cumming; 
“Under the Walnut-Tree,” ballad, by George 
Linley; ‘*The Piquant Beauty,” mazurka-ele- 
gante, by Edward Hoffman; and ‘The Moun- 
tain Sylph,” music by F. Hensler—all attrac- 
tive. 

Mr. A. Winch, Philadelphia, has issued the 
thirteenth number of the Old Franklin Almanac 
for 1872. Though having somewhat of a local 
character, it nevertheless gives a great variety 
of statistics, chronological tables, and useful 
matter generally, not elsewhere found, such as 
American and foreign events, railroad disasters, 
steamers lost, fires, generals killed in the late 
war on both sides, &c., &c., some curious, and 
all of value. 


Alexander Moore, of this city, steps into the 
front rank of publishers with his red-line edi- 
tion of the The Wonders of the Yosemite Valley 
and of California, which John P. Soule has 
illustrated with photographs, and Prof. Samuel 
Kneeland with vivid description. There are ten 
views, and all the points of interest embraced 
in the scope of the work are well delineated. 
No one who has visited California, or has 
friends there, should be without the volume. 
A. Williams & Co. have it. 

The Harpers put forth in uniform style with 
their library edition of Mrs. Muloch-Craik’s 
novels, Hannah, » composition which has won 
universal praise for its fine characterization ; 
and The Country of the Dwarfs, by Paul Du- 
Chaillu, which equals any of his previous works 
in wonderful stories about his African friends, 
and describes them fully as entertainingly. It 
is profusely illustrated, and makes an excellent 
holiday work in crimson and gold covers. A. 
Williams & Co. have these volumes. 

The Radical, for December, came late, but 
came in full force at last, containing several pa- 
pers of conspicuous ability. In vigor, indeed, 
it may compare with any magazine in the coun- 
try. Means are now in progress to secure this 


One of the most delightful of the holiday vol- 
umes is The New Year's Bargain, by Susan 
Cooiidge, which Roberts Brothers have pub- 
lished. Max and Thekla, the hero and hero- 
ine, live in the famous Black Forest. Wander- 
ing in the woods one day, they came across an 
old man who was making some images. This 
old man was Father Time, and the images were 
the twelve months. He had a jar full of sand— 
‘the sands of time’—and Max put some of it 
in his pocket, when old Father Time wasn’t 
looking, and carried it home. This stealing 
from Time caused a great commotion, though 
Max contended that ‘‘Time belongs to us all;" 
but it resulted in a ‘‘Bargain,” which the book 
will tell you all about. To aid in the solution, 
Miss Addie Ledyard has drawn some of the dain- 
tiest illustrations seen for many a day. 

We have only room to announce that Messrs. 
Osgood & Co. have issued Howell’s charming 
sketches, Theiy Wedding Journey, in choice 
holiday-book form, with piquant and wholly sat- 
isfying illustrations by Hoppin. Nothing more 
relishing for genuine humor has come along for 
months. It will make a capital companion- 
piece to Warner's ‘‘Summer in My Garden.” 
They have also issued Oldtown Fireside Stortes, 
by Mrs. Stowe, with illustrations by Darley, 
Hoppin and Harley. The matter is nearly half 
new, the rest from ‘‘Oldtown Folks,” but all 
excellent for humor and interest. Few can ex- 
cel Mrs. Stowe in description of the real Yan- 
kee, male or female, of which ‘‘Sam Lawson,” 
the story-teller, is a good specimen. It is a 
capital book for a present, and varies the gen- 
erality of books prepared for the holidays. 


A. D. F. Randolph & Co., New York, have 
published several worthy holiday works, for 
different ages and tastes— The Baby's Things, a 
story in verse for Christmas Eve, by Edward 
Abbott, illustrated; Siz Little Princesses and 
What they Turned Into, by the author of ‘‘Su- 
sy’s Six Birthdays,” illustrated, also; and 
Songs of the Spirit, hymns of praise and 
prayer to “God the Holy Ghost,” edited by 
Bishop W. H. Odenheimer and Frederic M. 
Bird, an elegant quarto of 636 pages, filled with 
the choicest poetry of Anglican and American 
churchmen, besides a large quantity from the 
Latin, Italian, German, Danish and French 
tongues. It is truly a noble and pious work, 
dressed in fitting garb, and to be commended to 
all evangelical Christians, especially Episcopal- 
ians, who will here find the utterances of some 
of their devoted brethren. Noyes, Holmes & 
Co. have all these volumes.

Text- Book of Zoology for Schools and Col- 
leges.

These works xre excellently well designed, 
we should say, to lay the foundation of a thor- 
ough knowledge in the two departments of nat- 
ural science to which they severally belong. 
But, while fitted for this purpose, they are com- 
plete in themselves, or as much so as strictly 
elementary works can be. They will be found 
an addition to the resources of teachers, while 
also they may be read with pleasure and profit 
by any intelligent working-man. Why should 
not such works be introduced into our common 
schools? Why should not the farmers and ar- 
tisans of America be familiar with them? They 
are more entertaining than most novels, or 
would soon become so to a reader capable in 
some dégree of intellectual interest. We can 
recommend them as clear, compact, well-illus- 
trated, and, on the whole, the best suited to their 
which have met with.

A THOMAS CONCERT. 

It would seem superfluous, in Boston, even to say 
that a Thomas concert is avery enjoyable affair. But 
we Will say it, it being the simple truth to multitudes 
of people who are not of the class to turn instrumen- 
tal music out of doors; and, strange to confess, there 
are some of that class. Ican always enjoy the roll, 
the thunder of the organ, I can scarce tell the reason 
why, but I don’t think I have the ability to appreciate 
a piano when a violin is by, to say nothing of a 
dozen, together with as many wind instruments. But 
I did enjoy the pleasing presence of Miss Krebs at 
the concert I attended, notwithstanding the disa- 
greenble color of her dress, a sort of dull pink, with 
still lighter colored trimmings. It served her better 
than it would many another; yet to my mind the ef- 
fect was not artistic. Otherwise her appearance, to 
say nothing of her music, which I will not presume 
to praise, was certainly a pleasing interlude between 
the inspiring strains of the stringed and wind instru- 
ments. The effect of the cymbals occasionally with 
the other instruments was very agreeable. That of 
the triangles, perfectly charming, like the notes of a 
wild canary among the other birds of the air.

“THE GRINDELWALD VALLEY.” 

J. Appleton Brown, a young artist who has but just 
located in Boston, has placed on exhibition at the gal- 
lery in Studio Building a mammoth painting entitled 
“The Grindelwald Valley.” Itis on a canvas meas- 
uring 10 by 7 feet, and represents one of the most sub- 
lime and picturesque scenes among the mountains of 
Switzerland. The foreground of the painting is re- 
markable for its effective coloring, the foliage of the 
trees and the vegetation in the valley being of that 
intense and brilliant hue peculiar to the region in mid- 
summer. The mountains on the right of the picture, 
the most distant being the Wetterhorn, are capped 
with clouds, Which are painted with marked effect. 
This picture has many points of excellence, and is a 
promise of a brilliant future for its youthful painter. 
It has been visited during the week byjlarge numbers 
of people, including the principal artists of the city, 
whose commendations of the work have been warm- 
ly expressed. Itshould be remembered by visitcurs to 
the gallery that this picture was painted from careful 
studies made on the spot by the artist. In his studio 
at 145 Tremont Street Mr. Brown has several small 
pictures and sketches of decided merit. 

TUE JARVES COLLECTION. 

During a recent flying visit to New Haven, we were 
favored with a view of the famous “Jarves Collee- 
tion,” recently purchased by Yale College, and now 
covering the walls of the beautiful gallery of that in- 
stitution. We were escorted to the gallery by one of 
the most intelligent and appreciative of guides, and 
were so fortunate, the hour being early, as to have 
the gallery to ourselves, and thus escape the annoy- 
ance of sapient critics and enthusiastic young ladies 
Whose comments on such occasions are foes to 
thought and contemplition, Atter bestowing as much 
time as our limits would permit in the examination 
of these pictures we came to the conclusion that in 
failing to obtain possession of them by purchase the 
Art Museum of Boston has sustained but a trifling 
loss. As illustrating an epoch in art, and showiug by 
comparison with modern art the superiority of the 
latter, they may pogsess a value to students and con- 
noisseurs nol otherwise discernible. They are sim- 
ply curiosities, and not gems, A large majority ot 
them illustrate sacred subjects, and incidents in the 
life of Christ, and while good drawing is seen ina 
few, others are only remarkable for their deformities. 
Some of the smaller pictures are absolutely hideous. 
as, for instance, that in which our Saviour is seen de- 
scending into hell, At the entrance to the bottomless 
pit Satan appears, with flames issuing from his mouth 
and nostrils, and arms extended to receive the celestial 
visitant, One of the most noticeable pictures in the 
collection had been removed by an artist for the pur- 
pose of making a copy. This is ahead of the Dead 
Christ in a state of decomposition, aud is said to be a 
most ghastly and repulsive subject. 

This gallery contains Washington Allston’s large 
picture of the prophet Jeremiah, Which was pur- 
chased of the family of the artist by Professor Morse 
of telegraphic fone, and by him presented to Yale 
College. The price paid for It was seven thou-and dol- 
lars, 

We cannot close this hasty sketeh of our hur- 
ried visit to the gallery of Yale College without a pub- 
lic acknowledgment of our indebtedness to the ven- 
erable janitor who kindly opened the doors, and 
placed in our hands a printed catalogue by which we 
were enabled to trace the history of the pictures to 
which our attention was chiefly attracted. As we 
turned to leave the gallery we discovered that we 
Were not exactly 

~Chained to the chariot of triumphal art,” 

but securely locked to it, the obliging custodian doubt- 
less feeling that our veneration for art would insure 
the pictures against damage from our hands, but not 
so sure that the number of some of the smaller 
“gems” might not be lessened by our visit. We were 
therefore compelled to remain until the arrival of 
other visitors, When we were allowed to depart, having

Civil-Service Reform. 

While the Senate is piling upon its almost 
overborne special committee every charge of 
official delinquency for investigation in the in- 
terest of civil-service reform, the President re- 
ceives the report of the commission, headed by 
George William Curtis, appointed by a law of 
the last session of Congress, upon that most 
pregnant matter, at once adopts its suggestions, 
and sends to Congress a message that all future 
appointments to office by him will be based 
upon its recommendations. Thus by one blow 
of his scimitar the President cuts the knot that 
has tied up this whole subject of civil-service 
reform, and gives assurance to the country that 
he, at least, has no desire to use the patronage 
of the country for his own aggrandizement. He 
means to try faithfully the experiment of a new 
method for filling the offices, and he intends 
to do it in a way others suggest, and not him- 
self or any of his intimate political friends. 
He answers by a laudable single act a thousand 
sinister calumnies of his personal and official 
integrity. 

The President makes a New Year's present 
to the country of this beneficent reform. The 
rules adopted provide that all persons admitted 
to position in the civil-service must be American 
citizens, of satisfactory character, and able to 
speak, read and write the English language. 
The different branches of the service are to be 
divided into groups, and appointments are in 
all cases to be for the lowest grade of service, 
from which there are to be promotions to the 
higher grades. Appointments to the lower 
grade, and promotions to the other grades, are 
to be by competitive examination. A large por- 
tion of the appointments will be for a proba- 
tionary term of six months, during which the 
conduct and capacity of the appointees will be 
tested. Office-holding is thus made indepen- 
dent of the mutations of party. The ‘‘spoils” 
system is to be known no more. The levying 
of assessments upon office-holders for political 
purposes is expressly forbidden. Postmasters 
having an annual income of less than $200, and 
some of the consuls, are not included in the 
provisions of these rules; nor are the cabinet 
officers, judges, anda few other of the higher 
officers of the government. 

This is the general outline of the plan pro- 
posed; and it surely must commend itself to all 
upright citizens. It may not work at first with- 
out some friction, but in the end we cannot 
doubt it will be approved by a large portion of 
the community. It will be a novelty in our pol- 
ities; it may dampen the enthusiasm of the sol- 
diers-of-furtune in our party, and increase the 
number of hangers-on in the Democratic in the 
same proportion. But the mass of citizens, 
who have business interests to serve, will re- 
joice in the thought that a powerful administra- 
tion is zealously endeavoring to furnish them 
with honest and competent officials. It will 
take the pressure, too, off the honest office- 
holder, who can speak and act as a free man 
for the welfare of his neighbors rather than the 
success of a clique or faction. He will wear no 
official livery, unless it is se!f-imposed. Right- 
ly administered, the civil-service reform will be 
a benefit to the whole country.

Tur Britisu “Cotton Craims.”—One im- 
portant question has been scttled by the joint 
commissioners at Washington under the twelfth 
article of the treaty. The claims of the cotton 
bondholders have been disallowed. The claim 
of one of these bondholders was presented to 
the commission and its allowance urged upon 
the ground that the United States, having se- 
cured the cotton pledged for the redemption of 
the loan, had become responsible for the pay- 
ment of the bonds. Robert S. Hale, counsel 
for the United States, in answer to this claim, 
besides certain technical objections, argued that 
the language of the treaty and accompanying 
protocols confined the jurisdiction of the com- 
missioners to questions of damages accruing 
from actions of either government of the char- 
acter known in legal phraseoloy as ‘‘torts,” 
and would not include claims for damages ona 
breach of contract entered into by the United 
States, much less a contract of a revolutionary 
organization, to whose rights and duties it might 
be claimed that the United States had succeeded. 
The claimant's theory that the cotton, having 
been pledged to secure the loan, became the 
property of the foreign bondholders, and _ its 
seizure therefore fairly included among the 
‘acts committed against the property of sub- 
jects of her Britannic majesty,” of which the 
twelfth article of the treaty takes cognizance, 
-was shown to be untenable, and the true foun- 
dation of the claim was exposed—the theory 
that the United States, in coming into possess- 
ion of the property of the confederacy, had also 
succeeded to its liabilities. The commission 
adopts Mr. Hale’s view of the case, and decides 
the following points: 1, that the United States 
is not liable for the confederate debts; 2, that 
creditors of the rebel government voluntarily 
assumed the risk of failure; 3, that the hypoth- 
ecated cotton at the time of its seizure was 
not the property of the bondholders; and, 4, 
that the right of the United States to seize the 
property of the defunct confederacy is para- 
mount to any claim of the creditors to be reim- 
bursed out of the assets.

Gov.-elect Washburn had a fine dinner given 
him by his Congressional associates Tuesday 
evening, and left for home the next day. Al- 
vah Crocker of Fitchburg has been nominated 
as his successor, and Gov. Claflin has appointed 
Jan. 2 as the day of election to fill the va- 
cancy. 

Mr. Hoar, of this State, has had quite a suc- 
cess for his labor-commission measure. It 
passed the House of Representatives without 
serious opposition, owing to his good manage- 
ment and liberal policy towards those disposed 
to be captious. It will greatly aid the labor 
discussions. 

Mr. Sumner was persistent in adding his sup- 
plementary civil-rights bill to the general amnes- 
try measure—justice with mercy—and so the 
latter could not be got through in season fora 
Christmas present to the South. It goes over 
till the 8th of January, or later. We hope our 
Senator will succeed in his humane endeavors. 


Mr. Sumner's one-term presidential amend- 
ment to the constitution was offered Thursday, 
He quotes in the preambie all the Presidents, 
and prominent statesmen of all parties, who 
have favored it, and thus shows that the plan has 
had universal approval. The resolve is not to 
take effect, if passed, until after March 4, 1872, 
and reads: ‘‘No person who has ever held the 
office of President of the United States shall be 
thereafter eligible to that offlee.” The Senator 
wants the civil-service reform distinguished by 
this conspicuous movement. 

We have received the call for a convention of 
the National Suffrage Association at Washing- 
ton on the 10th, 11th and 12th of next month. 
It is signed by Lucretia Mott, Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton, Maria Mott Davis, Sarah Pugh, E. D. 
E. N. Southworth, Mrs. Aaron A. Sargent, Mrs. 
J. H. Ela, Mrs. J. M. Ashley, Rev. Olympia 
Brown, and other well-known names, not neg- 
lecting Victoria C. Woodhull, Susan Lb. An- 
thony, Laura Curtis Bullard, and others of the 
‘(New York set,” as we hear them occasionally 
designated. They purpose to ask Congress to 
pass a declaratory act that women have the suf- 
frage under the 14th and 15th amendments of 


the constitution. 

The Tribune prospectus for 1872 well states 
the work achieved by the Republican party. It

THEODORE THOMAS’S MATINEE.

Enoiisnh Cuurcnes.—St. Butolph’s Church, 
Boston, England, is now 545 years old. It was 
300 years old when Mr. Cotton went to it, and 
$21 when he left it and came to the little mud 
church of our peninsula.

Have turned our hearts away from lowly 
things, 
We seek not now the wild-flower on the sod; 
We seek not snowy-folded angel’s wings 
Amid the summer skies; 
For visions come not to polluted eyes! 


Yet blessed quiet fanes ! 
Still piety, still poetry remains, 
And shall remain, whilst ever on the air 
One chapel-bell calls high and low to prayer,— 
Whilst ever green and sunny churchyards keep 
The dust of our beloved, and tears are shed 
From founts which in the human heart lie deep! 
Something in these aspiring days we need, 
To keep our spirits lowly, 
To set within our hearts sweet thoughts 
: and holy! 
And ’tis for this they stand, 
The old gray churches of our native land! 
And even in the gold-corrupted mart,

CHRISTMAS IN THE STREETS.—If the state of 
the atmosphere does not always proclaim the 
advent of Christmas, the state of the shop win- 
dows invariably does. We may or we may not 
have what is known as seasonable Christmas 
weather. Ah, that seasonable weather! what a 
host of different experiences does it bring to us: 
warm fires and glad merriment for some, shiv- 
ering and anguish for, alas! too many. But the 
shop-windows never fail to bedeck themselves 
in undeniably seasonable costume. Look at the 
grocers! id you ever see such extraordinary 
piles of preserved fruits, citrons glistening like 
diamonds in the gas-light, and figs reposing be- 
neath artificial leaves, whose emerald-green 
positively laughs at you from its bed? And the 
poulterers: were there ever such turkeys as 
those? And the butchers: I should like to 
know at how many shows the deceased ox, a 
portion of whose carcass yon sirloin repre- 
sents, has not gained the prize for his potential 
beefiness. The well-to-do tradesman grins at 
the monstrous coils of lean and fat. Poverty, 
in the person of a thin gentleman, scantily 
clothed, and with very pointed features, shrugs 
his shoulders, buttons his coat, feels in his 
pocket for money, and, finding that he has 
enough to buy half a quartern of gin, but not 
enough to purchase half a pound of honest 
meat, passes hurriedly on to the immediately ad- 
jacent public house. Manifold and strange, in 
truth, are the human sights just now to be met 
with outside the divers shop-windows of Lon- 
don. Penury elbows opulence, and starvation 
touches the hem of sleek prosperity’s garment. 
There are sermons, so they say, in stones; there 
are sermons enough just now in the contrast 
presented between the shop-windows and the 
manifold in-gazers from without. 

Still we linger in the streets, strolling on till 
we find ourselves immediately confronted by a 
huge sheet of glass, behind which are carefully 
imprisoned what would have seemed to our ju- 
venile imagination very much like the contents 
of fairyland. It is the toy-shop, that magical 
depository of everything which excites the 
thirst of infantile avarice. Was there ever such 
a world of curiously-wrought wealth? And how 
anxiously puzzling do the little eyes peer into 
its midst! _ But it is not forthem. Not for the 
Arab children.of the streets is that wealth of 
wonder-land displayed. And the little ones 
know it, and think, with a vague sense of ad- 
miring and awe-stricken envy, how curiously 
blessed must be the lot of their well-furred and 
warmly-clad co-equals inage, but notin station, 
for whom the treasures of the toy-shop are re- 
served. Nor is the toy-shop merely a source of 
delight to those who are destined to be the re- 
cipients of its opulence. Is it nothing that the 
donor of its bounties witnesses the juvenile de- 
light which the bestowal of the toy-gift awakes 
—nothing that the parent watehes the various 
ways in which the grateful pleasure of the 
young ones makes itself manifest—nothing that 
the parent is able to purchase, with so small an 
expenditure, such a world of enjoyment for the 
darlings at home, and through them for himself.

Tans.—I make no apology, sons and daughters 
ot New England, for having kept always in the 
foreground of the picture I have attempted to 
draw the religious aspects and incidents of the 
event we have come to commemorate. What- 
ever civil or political accompaniments or conse- 
quences that event may have had, it was in its 
rise and progress, in its inception and comple- 
tion, eminently and exclusively a_ religious 
movement. The Pilgrims left Scrooby as a 
church. They settled in Amsterdam and Ley- 
den as.a church. They embarked in the May- 
flower as a cchurch. They came to New Eng- 
land as a church; and Morton, at the close of 
the introduction to Bradford's history as given 
by Dr. Young in his Chronicles, entitles it **The 
Church of Christ at Plymouth in New England, 
first begun in Old England, and carried on in 
Holland and Plymouth aforesaid.” They had 
no license, indeed, from either Pope or Primate. 
It was a church not only without a bishop, but 
without even a pastor: with only a layman to 
lead their devotions and administer their disci- 
pline. A grand layman he was—Elder Brew- 
ster; it would be well for the world if there 
were more laymen like him at home and abroad. 
In yonder bay, it is true, before setting foot on 
Cape Cod, they entered into a compact of civil 
government; but the reason expressly assigned 
for so doing was that ‘some of the strangers 
amongst them (i. e., not Leyden men, but ad- 
venturers who joined them in England,) had let 
fall in the ship that when they came ashore they 
would use their own liberty, for none had power 
to command them,” or as elsewhere stated, be- 
cause they had observed *‘some not well-affected 
to unity and concord, but gave some appearance 
as faction.” ‘They came asa church, all else 
was incidental, the result of circumstances, a 
protection against outsiders. They came to se- 
cure a place to worship- God according to the 
dictates of their own consciences, free from the 
molestations and persecutions which they had 
encountered in England, and free, too, from the 
uncongenial surroundings, the irregular habits 
of life, the strange and uncouth language, the 
licentiousness of youth, the manifold tempta- 
tions, and ‘‘the neglect of observation of the

Lord’s day as a Sabbath,” which they had so 
lamented in Holland, \

Every person must have been struck, within the 
last two years, at-the manner in which children 
seem to have taken recognized positions as pets 
—a position which they share with favorite poo- 
dies and fortunate cats. Last season, in Lon- 
don, a lady's pedestrian equipage was not con- 
sidered complete unless she carried in her arms 
a lilliputian terrier, or was accompanied by a 
gorgeously-arrayed little boy or little girl—often 
enough she had both. What is the meaning of 
this freak of fashion; what does it indicate ? 
We suggest the question; we might also suggest 
an answer: which answer, however, we leave 
to the ingenuity of our readers to discover for 
themselves. 

Nor is the one particular item of expense, to 
employ Mr. Swiveller’s phraseology, the only 
respect in which the toys of the present genera- 
tion differ from those of the past. The old or- 
der of toys has changed and given place to a 
new. We miss sadly the toys of our own child- 
hood. We suppose the present race of children 
has developed so surprisingly that it would find 
nocharm in the simple but ingenious ‘‘hop-frog,” 
or the more complex and equally pleasing 
“monkey and stick.” Instead of articles so 
simple as these we have elaborate structures of 
houses, engines, and so forth. Modern toys are 
like a certain species of modern recreation— 
they attempt to combine instruction and amuse- 
ment. A child is taught the principle of the 
locomotive by being told to pull a string, and 
learning something of the art of communica- 
tion by the electric-telegraph in much the same 
pleasing manner. As the world gets older it gets 
more expensive and more knowing. Children 
participate in the tendency, and we su it 
is only natural that toys intended for children 





should illustrate it.— London Society. \
